Piofessor Tjndall's experiments upon 


the condition of the atmosphere in re- 
lation to fog-signalling, have led to some 
conclusions which are of the utmost 
importance to mariners. Ilia observa- 
tions as to the effect of bail and rain up- 
on the traasmission of sound in the air 
tend to reverse all the notions hitherto 
entertained upon tbis subject. It baa 
generally been considered that falling 
rain was a powerful obstruction to 
sound. "To rain," however, soys Prof. 
Tyndall, "I have never been able to 
trace the elightost deadening influence 
on sound. 
The reputed barrier offered 


by i"thick weather" to the passage of 
sound was one of tho causes which ten- 
ded to produce hesitation in establishing 
sound-signals on our coasts. It is to be 
hoped that the removal of this error 
may redound to tho advantage of 
"com- 


ing generations of 
sea faring men."

homo influence. J^ithout these all 
othor education is a useless if not a 
dangerous gift; with them, but little 
else a requisite to good citizenship and 
individual happiness. Wise statesmen 
and political economists admit that the 
family is tho fundamental principle of 
tho state, aad every judicious parent 
and teacher knows the incalculable im- 
portance of a healthy home education. 
To tho'attainnio'nt of this, one thing is 
absolutely indispensable, namely, that 
homos should bo made pleasant and at\ 
tractive to children. Whatever tends 
to this helps to wean their minds from 
the morbid amusements of the outer 
world, and to turn them in the direction 
of a healthy development. It is not
